Washington, Feb. 18.—Failure of 


manufacturers to increase wages in 
keeping with the advance in the cost 
of living "may be the weakness of 
our industrial structure," according 
to Roger Babson, special agent of^the 
employment service of the depart- 
ment of la'por, whose views gained 
during a trip through the west, are 
set forth today in an employment 
service bulletin. 
Although starting his trip with the 


idea of educating the workers to the 
needs of the present situation, Mr. 
Babson says he "returned with the 
idea that'the manufacturers need as 
inuch'lnlssioriary work" as do work- 
ers."The labor difficulty now is one of 
difficulty in distribution rather than 
of shortage," he says. "The com- 
plaints of manufacturers 
I found 


nave arisen from the difficulty of ob- 
taining labor at the prices which the 
manufacturers desire to pay. My dif- 
ficulty was in convincing manufact- 
urers of the increase in the cost of 
living to wage earners and in the 
reasonableness of advancing wases. 


"The manufacturers who are not 


complaining about paying advances 
of 1000 per cent or more, for mate- 
rials which they must use, are ob- 
jecting to paying a fraction of this 
advance in wages."

Food Administrator Croxton declar- 
ed that there has been nothing but 
general information 
furnished to 


show that bread prices should be in- 
creased. - Detailed Information, he 
says must be submitted before the 
administration can- approve any in- 
crease. 
"At this time when the people of 


this country are called upon to make 
every sacrifice to win the war, we 
believe that "they are entitled to full 
information showing the 
necessity 


for an advance before the "price is in- 
creased upon one of the most impor- 
tant food commodities. 


If facts submitted show that an 


advance is just the food administra- 
tion and the consumer will approve 
the increased price but when an ad- 
vance is made 
without 
submitting 


anything 'more than general state- 
ments, neither the food administra- 
tion nor the consumers can be expect- 
ed to approve the action-7' * 


At the hearing last Friday, accord- 


ing to Administrator Croxton, which 
was held before tbe Cleveland food 
administration committee and James 
E. Haggerty, representing Mr. Crox- 
ton's office, two requests were made 
by the bakers which were in effect 
as follows: 
"That in order that we may deter- 


mine' whether an advance in price is 
justified, tbe bakers furnish us defi- 
nite information showing the exact 
increase in the cost of producing 
bread instead of general information 
given at the hearing. The request for 
detailed information at the hearing 
met with the general reply that the 
bakers at that time did not have the 
information desired. 
"That no advance in price be made 
until the food administration had 
an opportunity to determine from 
the detailed information requested 
what advance in price, if any, was 
justified." 


The Cleveland bakers, or repre- 


sentatives .of them, today were told 
"you are requested to maintain your 
prices of last week until the facts 
requested have been furnished and 
the increase, if any, approved." 


Instructions to the bakers in Cleve- 


land will apply to all others in the 
state. They must first furnish detail- 
ed information showing that prices 
are justified before prices can be 
raised. Word of proposed increases in 
Toledo and other cities in the state 
brought this announcement from the 
food administration.

Fir Tree in Belgium Has Characteris- 


tics Unlike Any of Its Kind So 


Far as Known. 


What is claimed to be one of the 


most curious trees in the world was 
found in Belgium by M. Louis Pire, 
president of the Royal Botanical So- 
ciety of Belgium. It is a fir tree, still 
standing at last account, in the forests 
of Aliaz, Canton of Vaud. 


"This particular tree," reports Pro- 


fessor Pire, "stands 4,500 feet above 
the sea and is surrounded by a forest 
of firs, which it exceeds in height by 
30 to 40 feet. 


"The trunk of this tree is ten me- 


ters, or a little more than thirty feet, 
in circumference at the base. At about 
a yard from the ground it puts out, 
on the south side, seven offshoots, 
which have grown Into trunks as strong 
and vigorous as those of the other 
trees in the forest. Bent and gnarled 
at the bottom, these side-trunks soon 
straighten themselves up and rise per- 
pendicularly and parallel to the main 
stem. 


"Another most curious fact is that 


the two largest side-trunks are con- 
nected with the~principal stem by sub- 
quadrangular braces resembling gird- 
ers. These beams have probably been' 
formed 
by

anastomosing 
of 


branches, 
which, 
common enough 


among the angio-sperms, is extremely 
rare among conifers." 


Ben Franklin's Simple Diet.

Franklin thrived on a biscuit, or a 
slice of bread, a handful of raisins, or 
a tart from the pastry cook and a 
glass of water, varied at times by 
boiled rice or a potato, or a hasty pud- 
ding of his own making.

The high cost of gasoline Is becom-j 


Ing such a problem that go> rrnments j 
and scientists all over the world have 
attempted to find a substitute. In Gor-1 
many, where gasoline is almost unob-, 
^aliiable. It Is understood th.it a ni'w' 
mixture of alcohol und beu/.ol has j 
t>ro\ed satisfactory. A writer in thej 
Scientific American gives the following ( 
table as im Indication of the results 
nchleved: 
' With one part benzol and one part 
alcohol a touring car equipped with an 
prdinary carburetor made 42 miles an 
hour and ran a distance of 4.66 miles 
ppon one pint of the fuel. With one 
part benzol and two parts alcohol the 
speed was 41 miles and the distance 
tovered 4.47 miles. This shaded down' 
to 36 miles an hour and 3.72 miles on • 
i mixture of one part benzol end fivej 
parts alcohol. 


The same car, operated with pure 


benzol, acquired a speed of 42 miles an 
hour and ran a distance of 3.79 upon 
nue pint of fuel. 
"\Vith pure gasoline 


t made 44 miles an hour, running 3.60 
oiiles. 


Alcohol is easily obtainable, and ben- 


sol in large quantities is now being dis- 
tilled in both the United States and 
Germany from coal tar. So the mix- 
ture, as •worked out by the Germans, 
can be had cheaper than gasoline, and 
the results are almost as good. In the 
case of Germany, the discovery has, 
oeen a boon of inestimable value.

Fully Explains Loans. 


When it becomes necessary for a 


•ted Cross chapter to loan money to 
an enlisted man's family, the condi- 
dons of Tcpayment are thoroughly ex- 
plained, the obligations put in writ- 
.Hg and signed and the collection of 
the loan carefully followed up when 
it becomes due. As has already been 
stated, the Red Cross does not charge 
interest for a loan. 


Grants may be made necessary by 


demands which the family income and 
;overameBt allowance cannot be ex- 
pected to provide for, such as sick- 
ness, funerals and need of special 
training to create or increase earning 
power. Grants in small amounts may 
be required to tide over a period of 
acute distress until proper inquiry 
can be made and a plan of service de- 
cided upon. 


Allowances are payments at regu- 


lar intervals of a stated sum by the 
Red Cross Home Service Sections" to 
the relatives of a soldier or sailor. 
They are usually limited, though not 
always, to those not entitled to goT- 
ernment allowance, such as, for ex- 
ample, the families of men serving for 
one of our allies. 


One may wonder how a Red Cross 


chapter, buying several thousand dol- 
lars worth of supplies monthly to be 
made Into surgical dressings, woolen 
socks and convalescent gowns, can 
•pend money for civilian relief work. 


Have Civilian Relief Fund*. 


Last summer American Red Cross 


chapters raised more than a million 
dollars for the Red Cross War Fund. 
Each chapter was permitted to claim 
a refund of up to 25 per cent of the 
amount collected for the expenses of 
the campaign, for the purchase of raw 
supplies and for its civilian relief 
work. In making claim for refunds, 
each chapter was required to state 
how much of the refund was to be ex- 
pended for civilian relief. And now 
the chapters are obligated to keep tbe 
civilian relief portion for civlliaa 
lief work. To date it has not been 
necessary to draw heavily from this 
reserve.
